@ Some young mothers amaze me 
at what they can get done and all 
the while be so sweet, serene and 
calm. For some months I have 
been able to observe a pair of 
ycung parents of two children 3 
years old and 8 months old respec- 
tively. Of course, the father is 
very cooperative and does his part 
in caring for these children. 

They have a rural store and 
Post office. She often helps in that 
store. She has no domestic help. 
She does her own washing and 
ironing, cleaning, cooking and 
earing for the babies. 

She and her house always look 
tidy. I have never seen her ruf- 
fled nor jittery. She seems to have 
poise in the superlative. Her chil- 
dren are about the happiest and 
best brought up I have seen. You 
and I know other mothers like her 
and we have to wonder what the 
secret is. I have a notion most of 
it is in poise and self-control. 

A mother who can’t understand 
why I want fathers to do so much 
in bringing up the baby and car- 
ing for the home amazes me at 
whatshe aecomplishes. She writes:

“However, I must admit that it 
makes me smile when I read how 
these husbands must help their 
wives with the household chores 
and babies. My husband works 
ten hours a day and more (a white 
collar job, at that).

“Don't misunderstand me, I am 
not bragging or pinning mei'a!s 
on myself at all but I really t).nk 
that the majority of folks are just 
plain lazy and think they are tired 
when they are not.

We 
both get good and tired, I must 
admit, but I wouldn’t dream of 
having him do any of my chores, 
We both also find time for church 
and he goes to lodge and I have a 
book club and a sewing club which 
I belong to also.

And 
truthfully don’t you have to smile 
when you read some of these com- 
plaints from the mothers and 
wives who have their hubbies help 
them?” 

I replied to her that while I ad- 
mired all her achievements, I still 
believe that some other people 
might not be blessed with the 
abundance of strength and energy 
that she and I possess.
